MORE POWER 
OUT OF FUEL 
FARMER NEED 


Famous Editor Declares 
Cheaper Operation Of 
Meshinery Needed 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8—TIf the 
west is to survive, thinks William 
Allen White, some way must be 
devised to get more power out of 
fuel so farm machinery can be 
operated cheaply. 

White, internationally known 
editor of the Emporia (Kansas) 
Gazette, discusses “The Changing 
West” in a book he is publishing 
today under that title. 

“The increment of the land that 
furnished the never-failing reser- 
voir of capital which kept men 
free,” says White, “no longer flows 
from the rock. That rock is no 
longer their social and economic 
salvation, ... 


MUST FERTILIZE SOIL 


“Indeed we have fairly well 
demonstrated that the land itself 
which furnishes the food, the cloth- 
ing and the housing of our nation, 
the land which gielded the fabul- 
ous ore, and grew the illimitable 
forests, is not self-supporting. At 
jeast land is not self-supporting in 
the style to which we have become 
accustomed. 

“If our farmers are not to be de- 
graded into a peasantry, if they are 
to remain in the middle class en- 
joying the purely physical privi- 
Jeges and immunities, the educa- 
tional advantages and the intellec- 
tual development of the middle 
class, we must fertilize the soil; we 
must even subsidize in various 
ways the business of farming. 


INCREASE PRODUCTION 


“We must increase production if 
the west is to survive. Sweeping 
aside social vision and economic 
theory, getting down’ to the cold, | 
hard truth about production, it may |

be truthfully said, I think, that the | 
only way to increase production in 
this land, east, west or south, is to 
get more power out of fuel. We 
are now getting, say. about 35 per 
cent out of our fuel. It is likely 
that, in the next decade, we may 
pring that saving of power from 
fucl up to 40 per cent, A visionary 
physicist might hope for 45 per 
cent.”

TORONTO, Nov. 8&—Motor tor- 
pedo boats of enormous speed and 
range will soon be under con- 
struction in Canada for the British 
navy, Hubert Scott-Paine, famed 
motorboat driver and designer of 
the craft, said here Tuesday. 
Canadian factories have had the 

blueprints for a few weeks and the 
machinery for putting out the ships 
is being quickly asembled, he said 
But there will be no launching for 
several months yet. 

The British designer vould not 
say how many of the fleet 70-foot 
craft will be built in Canada. The 
vessel, which he hopes will wipe 
out the submarine menace, draws 
only three feet of water and can- 
not be mined or torpedoed. 

The crew, seven men and an offi- 
cer, can live aboard at sea in any 
weather and the boat has a cruising 
range of more than 2,000 miles‘ at a 
patrolling speed of nine knots. Run- 
ning at 22 knots, its cruising radius 
is more than 1,000 miles. 

Its top speed is well over 40 knots, 
Scott-Paine said, and it is armed 
with four 18-inch torpedoes. 

Scott-Paine said large numbers 
of the vessels, already in opera- 
tion in the Royal Navy, are being 
built in England for the French 
government, The Dutch govern- 
ment also has adopted the vessel 
and has ordered more than $5,000,- 
000 worth.

Coming Round 


Whatever it may signify, Italy and 
Greece have broken their long and undis- 
guised estrangement by an interchange 
of friendly notes. That it signifies some- 
thing more than the normal subsidence 
of feeling due to the passage of time is 
Suggested by the chain of international 
relationships thereby established. 

Greece is one of the Balkan states | 
which Britain and France have guaran- 
teed against assault. It is also allied with 
Turkey. And Turkey has made a mutual 
assistance pact with Britain and France. 
By re-establishing relations of confidence 
with Greece, Italy has entered into a 
round-about association with the objects 
and plans of the democracies in the Bal- 
kan area and the Mediterranean. 

Mussolini is not the type of man whose 
actions of tomorrow can be predicted with 
certainty. It can be said, however, that 
he is acting as a man might be expected 
to act who had found himself betrayed 
and wanted to break with his ally without 
attracting too much attention. 


No Special Immunity Needed 


C. C. F. members of the British Col- 
umbia legislature want to know whether 
being members of a provincial legislature 
frees them from the restraints imposed 
upon private citizens in respect to criticiz- 
ing the country’s war policy. Their lead- 
er Says they have no intention of talking 
treason—without explaining the seditious 
spouting by one of the party contingent 
in the legislature last Friday—but they 
just want to know if they could violate the 
regulations with impunity should the im- 
pulse take them. 

Whatever the legalities of it, the ques- 
tion is academic. A province has no re- 
sponsibility for the war policy or for 
carrying it on. These responsibilities rest 
solely with the Government and parlia- 
ment of the Dominion. 

Good taste should suggest to members 
of a provincial legislature that they attend 
to their own business and leave parliament 
to manage the war, confining themselves 
to expressions of opinion which would be 
proper to private citizens. If the law per- 
mits them to do more than this the law 
should be changed, for the benefit of the 
minority to whom the self-imposed re- 
straints of reason may not be sufficient.

Well Done! | 


To French fliers goes the credit for | 
having won the biggest air battle yet | 
staged during the present war. Nine of 
them were engaged, and nine enemy 
planes were downed, out of 27 which made 
a sortie over French territory. The other 
18 escaped, while all the French machines 
returned to their bases “unharmed,” ac- 
cording to the official statement. 

Congratulations are due the 
air force on the splendid victory. The 
achievement is important in itself, and 
more important as showing that man for 
man and plane for plane the Allied fliers 
are more than a match for their adver- 
saries. It has been shown that France is 
no more vulnerable than Britain to air at- 
tack, and that numerical superiority has 
not given the enemy air fighters command 
on either “front”. 

It is interesting to note that in this 
engagement the French fliers are said to 
have been flying United States machines. 
That speaks well for the quality of the 
thousands of new planes France and Bri- 
tain are obtaining from United States fac- 
tories. As these come into action the men- 
ace of air raids on French and British 
towns will diminish, and the Allied fly- 
ing forces gain the upper hand.

The Buffalo Park 

The decision of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to abolish the Buffalo Park at Wain- 
wright means the disappearance of a dis- 
tinctive and long-established institution, 
It may be assumed the object is to use the 
large area of open land for air training or 
other war purpose, with a prospect that 
it will be chopped up into farms when this 
purpose has been served. It could hard- 
ly be the idea to re-create the Park when 
the war is over, as the plans call for the 
destruction of the large herd of buffalo, 
along with the elk, yak and other animals. 

The Park has served the original pur- 
pose for which it was created, served it 
so well that it is no longer considered to 
be necessary, The object was to save 
the North American buffalo from threat- 


ened extinction. Accordingly the last sur- 
viving herd was bought, brought in from 
Montana and placed in the 160 sqtiare mile 
enclosure at Wainwright. The original 
700 animals thrived and multiplied. 
Thousands have been shipped to the range 
at Fort Smith, a thousand are at Elk 
Island Park, small bands have been trans- 
ferred to city parks, and it has been found 
necessary to kill a large number each year 
for several years to prevent over-crowd- 
ing. There is apparently now no danger 
of the buffalo becoming extinct—thanks 
to the foresight of the late Hon. Frank 
Oliver, who originated and _ carried 
through the project to perpetuate their 
kind. 

But Canada’s Buffalo Park has _ be- 
come something more than a breeding 
ground where the bison was saved from 
extermination. It has become a magnet 
for tourist traffic. There was nothing 
like it anywhere else in the world. It has 
figured in publicity literature at home and 
abroad, and helped to swell the tide of 
sight-seers flowing into the west each 
year. It would have helped many times 
more had it been located on one of the re- 
cognized main lines of motor tourist 
travel. 

Why not therefore perpetuate the 
Park, by removing the animals to some 
other suitable area? There is no scarcity 
of vacant land, much of it unsuited to 
agriculture, where the buffalo could roam 
and multiply—and continue to draw 
visitors in ever-increasing numbers. Along 
the Jasper Highway somewhere west of 
Edson an extensive tract could be con- 
verted into another Buffalo Park, in coun- 
try well watered, with ample pasture and 
shelter, readily available to tourists by 
train and motor car. 

It would be a mistake to forego the op- 
portunity to preserve Canada’s famed Buf- 
falo Park just because the area at present 
occupied by it is required for other use.

Clergymen in Ontario are not the only peo- 
ple who have fallen foul of the law in their 
advocacy of peace when the nation is at war. 
In England, a new organization headed by the 
Marquess of Tavistock, is under surveillance. 
Their activities have called for discussion in the 
House of Commons, which 
led Home Secretar: Sir 
John Anderson to divulge 
that the body is under ob- 
servation by the government. 

The British Council for Christian Settlement 
in Europe is the high-sounding name the or- 
ganization has adopted. John Beckett, editor 
of the British Fascist organ, “Action”, is one of 
the members, as are several persons connected 
with “The Link”, recently disbanded as an ag- 
ency of enemy propaganda. 

“We feel that this war is an unnecessary, in- 
defensible one and may involve this country in 
disaster if it is continued,” said Lord Tavistock— 
in almost the same words Herr Hitler used. It 
is a noble sight to see all these pro-Nazis work- 
ing to settle affairs in Europe on Christian lines 
with Herr Hitler getting away with the swag. 

The 50-year-old Marquess was a member 
of the Greenshirts—the uniformed militant wing 
of the Douglas Social Credit movement in Great 
Britain. His mother, the late Duchess of Bed- 
ford, lost her life a few years ago on a solo 
plane flight. She had become a devotee of fly- 
ing when near her seventieth year. A man of 
unquestioned high principle is the Marquess, but 
official London is suspicious when it sees the 
pro-Germans and Fascists rallying to the British 
Council for Christian Settlement in Europe. In 
Germany, the Marquess would have been dead 
in a concentration camp long ere this.

Jerusalem has a notable and beautiful build- 
ing, in the new Palestine Archaeological Mus- 
eum, presented by Mr. Rockefeller. It stands, 
a noble pile, at the northeast corner of the city, 
outside the old walls.

The First Division 


The announcement of senior officers for the 


first Canadian division is a matter of personal: 


interest and, one would say pride, to many 
Regina and Saskatchewan citizens. For this city 
and province at large are well represented in key 
posts in the division. 


There will be a distinct Saskatchewan com- 
plex to this first army unit of the Canadian 
active service force in the fact alone that a 
Saskatchewan-born man, in Major-General Mc- 
Naughton, is its commanding officer. General 
McNaughton, as has been cited before, is a 
native son of the town of Moosomin. He will 
be supported by Lieut.-Col. E. A. McCusker, 
M.D., of Regina, who has been appointed to a 
highly responsible post in the medical services 
of the division; by Col. Sansom of Ottawa, for- 


merly of the headquarters staff of military , 


district No, 12 here; Lieut.-Col. Hill, formerly 
of the Mounted Police in this city, and by other 
men who have had a Regina or Saskatchewan 
connection, and all veterans of the last war. 
Selection of Brigadier Pearkes, V.C., of Cal- 
gary, to command a brigade with the first 
division is an illustration of the color, as well 
as efficiency, that will enter into the first con- 
tingent of military aid for Great Britain from 
Canada in the present war. Col. Pearkes’ 
career was one of the romances of the First 
Great War. He enlisted as a private in the last 
war, after service with the Mounted Police here 
in the Canadian west. He won promotion on the 
field to the rank of colonel, and his consistent 
and spectacular bravery won him the most 
coveted award that the British army can bestow. 
The first Canadian division, ably led and 
officered, will be another tangible demonstra- 
tion of Canadian solidarity in this struggle, and 
of the vim and efficiency that this country is 
prepared to bring to bear on the situation to 
the end that Allied resistance to Hitlerism and 
aggression may be carried through to a victorious 
conclusion.—Regina Leader-Post, 


Light on Exchange 

The Foreign Exchange Control Board is tak- 
ing the proper course in going to the public with 
explanations of its regulations instead of waiting 
for confused citizens to learn for themselves in 
devious ways what the rules are all about. Let- 
ters have been reaching this paper asking for 
light, giving interpretations, and complaining 
that the banks are working a racket. Few of the 
writers profess to understand the regulations, but 
most of them are sure something strange is going 
on. This can be avoided by adequate use of the 
means of general publicity. 

Alluding to the banks’ functions, an inform- 
ed correspondent explains that under the terms 
of the Contro] Board's orders the facilities main- 
tained by the chartered banks for handling for- 
eign exchange are now operated as agencies of 
the board. The entire expense of operation, how- 
ever, is still paid by the banks, and it has been 
substantially increased since the war started. 
And here is an important point: The total daily 
purchases of foreign exchange from the banks’ 
customers at Control Board rates are sold daily 
to the board at exactly the same rates. Converse- 
ly, the total daily sales to the public are covered 
by purchases from the board at the same rate 
that the customer pays. 

The commission allowed the banks by the 
Control Board, far from being an excess profit, 
does not cover the expense involved. For their 
work in handling these transactions the banks 
are allowed a commission of one-eighth of 1 per 
cent by the board, and are specifically prohibited 
from making any deduction from the rates set 
by the board in transactions with the public, The 
only additional charge permitted under the regu- 
lations is a nominal “per-item” charge in the 
case of cheques and drafts in foreign currencies 
which is roughly equal to the banks’ normal and 
very reasonable domestic exchange charge. It is 
therefore quite clear what happens to the 1 per 
cent spread between buying and selling rates. 
Upon United States silver coins the Canadian 
banks pay a premium of 7 per cent. 

The object of the Foreign Exchange Control 
Board is to ensure the orderly flow of Canadian 
external trade by conserving our buying power 
abroad and preventing undesirable fluctuations 
in the exchange rate.—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


On This Date

Ninety years ago today (Nov. 8, 1849) the 
Earl of Elgin, holidaying at Niagara, enjoying 
the autumnal air and enthusiastic about the won- 
derful colors with which Mother Nature painted 
the foliage of Upper Canada, wrote a letter to 
London, which was almost a prophecy of things 
as they are today. In urging Ear! Grey, the col- 
onial secretary, to bring whatever influence he 
could upon Washington to secure a reciprocity 
treaty, the governor-general preached a gospel 
of good neighborliness worthy of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. If Canada would ob- 
tain access to the American market for her 
agricultural products all the discontent would 
die out, the Montreal merchants who had ad- 
vocated annexation because of their own plight 
would take new heart and with the betterment 
of economic conditions would come a deeper 
understanding of the value of the British con- 
nection. 

“Obtain reciprocity for us,” wrote Elgin, 
“and I venture to predict that you will be able 
shortly to point to this hitherto turbulent col- 
ony with satisfaction as illustration of the tend- 
ency of self-government and freedom of trade to 
beget contentment and material progress,’ 

About the same time Lord Elgin wrote that 
he was certain that, provided Canada’s trade and 
political needs were met, a time would come 
when British territory in North America will be 
a potential garrison from which will spring in 
the hour of need thousands of men ready to fight 
for British liberty and to uphold the Union 
Jack, stressing also his conviction that the 
French in Lower Canada would, if the test came, 
declare as with one voice that they were ready 
both to defend Canada and to aid in the halting 
of any enemies of that British liberty which had 
been guaranteed to them and would continue to 
be their charter of membership within the Brit- 
ish Empire,

OTTAWA, Nov. 8.—Some 40 commercial vessels have 
been called up for service in the Royal Canadian navy since 
the start of the war, a spokesman for the department of 
national defence said last night in the third of a series of 
talks on work of the department in wartime.

tion,

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DEACON WHITE DIES AFTER PARALYTIC STROKE 


Third Strike Called | Spotlighting| 


On Great Sportsman 


By W. “SPUD” MURPHY 
ILLTAM Freemont “Deacon” Whitc’s last play has been 
written in the Record Book. 
“The Deacon”, known to thousands of sport fans 


throughout Canada and the 


United States died recently 


in Chicago, his home city, following a parulytic stroke, 
according to advices received here Wednesday. 


His death will 
thousands in wesiern Canada with | 
a sense of personal bereavement. 
They will pause in their work-a- 
day life to pay final tribute to a 
man who played the game of life, 
as he played his sport, keenly and 
cleanly, They will stand in silent 
grief to salute the passing of a gal- 
lant sportsman; a great coach and 
leader. 

Son of a Chicago minister, a pro- 
fessor of mathematics at North- 
western University, Chicago, of 
which institution he was a gradu- 
ate, “Deacon” White came to Ed- 
monton in 1907 and immediately be- 
came one of the city’s most promi- 
nent sport figures. 


CAME AS BALL PRO 

He started as a pro ball player in 
the city, but soon was managing 
and coaching the team. His success 


at managing and his splended play 
gained him high regard with Ed- 
monton fans and he was looked 
upon as a sport oracle. 

He was a walking reference book 
on all matters of sports. He knew 
everybody worth knowing in all 
branches of sport. and was always 
ready to impart his knowledge for 
the advancemert of sport in the 
community, 

For a considerable time he con- 
tributed a daily column to The 
Bulletin sport page under the cap- 
tion “Sport is My Subject.” 

He was active in the management | 
of pro-basebal] away back in 1909- 
10-11-12-13 and 14, and many big 
league players were developed here 
under his careful guidance. 


WENT OVER WITH 49th, 

When war broke out Deacon 
joined up with the 49th Battalion, 
and served with distinction with 
that battalion overseas. One exploit 
of his recalled by Major General | 
W. A. Griesbach, was his leading a 
night raiding party into enemy 
trenches armed with a baseball bat. 
Even in the grim business of war | 
the “Deacon” preferred the imple 
ments of sport to the lethal 
weapons of war. 

During his war service he dis- | 


covered Duke Keats, and the man- | 
ner of his discovery gives the 
reason why the “Deacon” made a 
success of sport. He saw Keats 
playing baseball and after the game | 
approached the “Duke” with this 
terse remark: “You're no ball play- 
er. What is your game?” 


LAUNCHED ESKIMOS 

Thus the “Deacon” and the 
“Duke” met. Later this chance 
meeting, when the world had set- 
tled again to peace, was resumed in 
the formation of the Eskimo 
hockey team, the pride of the Big 
Four League. This team rode 
roughshod over al] opposition in 
the west and was headed for an 
Allan cup victory when the Ama- 
teur Hockey Association declared 
the team a professional outfit. 

The following year, 1920, the Esk-

fered, But to be defeated by the 
immortals of Canadian football 
was bitter sweet solace for Deacon 
and Edmonton fans.

He was the original im- 
porter of football talent. And he 
built up great teams as long as the 
money lasted.
